MR. TAYLOR: Let the record show that the Commission 
has met for the purpose of hearing affidavits onbehalf of the 
SS orgmizatione 

DR. PELKMANN: I am submitting a statement by the 
main defense counsel of the SS pertaining to the origin of the 


summary of 156, 215 affidavits of members of the SS, as follows: 


"Enclosed I am submitting anevaluation of the 132,213 


affidavits of SS membr s from internment camps. Partly, they 
are composed of individual affidavits but the greatest part 
are collective affidavits. 

The contents of these affidavits is arranged accard- 
ing to the list shown in Appendix Ie A special page is inserted 
pertinent to each individualepoint which will show the contents 
and the number of statements pertaining to that point. Under 


the direction of the witness, Dr.Reinicke, the affidavits on 
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which this statement is based, wae sorted by fifteen SS 
internees at present in the witness house of the prison. 
These SS internees are entitled to fulfill the function of a 
judge. The results of the evaluations were put on forms of 
which one copy is enclosed. The filled in forms are at my 
disposal here, 

The 136, 213 individual and collective affidavits 
are sa ted according to numbers and are available in the 
witness house of the prison. I will hear the witness, Reinicke, 
at the time of his interrogation before the Tribunal on the 
technic of the avaluation of the affidavits, how the forms 
were filled out and about the summary in enclosure No. 2. 

I request a complete translation of this letter 
and the two enclosures mentioned therein so that it may be 
submitted tothe Tribunal. Furthermore, I request a transfer 
of the 152,213 affidavits at present in the prkson at the 
office of the Secretary General. Befae me are the evahuation 
of the affidavits in German and they are xx at the disposal 
of the Court. 

MR. TAYLOR: As I understand it you have requested 


a translation of the letter submitting the affidavits, which 


is signed by Dr. Pelkmann. Is it the letter you desire to 


have translated? 
DR. PELKMANN: I believe that the translation œŒ 
the letter is talen care of but both enclosures are to 


be translated. 
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MR. TAYLOR: Let the record shw that defense counsel 
requests translation of the letters and the exhibits attached 


thereto. 


Now, if the Commission understands carrectly, the 


folders which you have handed the Commission gives the valu- 
ation of all the affidavits which have been studies by those 
internees the organizations have appointed. 

DR. PELKMANN: Yes. 

MR. TAYLOR: Let the record show that the lette 
submitted by Dr. Pelkmann willbe marie d SS 119 for identifi- 
cation and the analysis willbe marl#d SS Noe 120 for identi- 
fication and the forms as submitted willbe marked SS 121, 
and the fokker containing the musukutiom evaluation of xdz, 
136,213 affidavits, members of the SS œ gm izations which 
have bem evaluated by the internees recommended and appointed 
by the orgmization, will be marie d SS # 122 for identification. 

DR. PELKMANN: They are statistics in the form of 
an affidavit. An affidavit by Counsellor, Dr. Pelkmann - 
this affidavit is bases on answers in reply: to interrogatories 
and the associate defense counsel of the SS Babel had sent 
at the time to the internment camps of the SS. These statis- 
tics are important as a supplementary exhibit to the large 
collective affidavit material. I alsorequest to have this 
translated in totl and I should like to have the affidavit 
by Dr. Babel read into the record. 


MR. TAYLOR: Very well, the interpreter will pro- 
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csed to read the letter into the record. 

(Interpreter reads into the recard as follows) 

"On May 15, 1946, defense counsel, Ludwig Babel sent 
a statistical interrqatory with a circular to prisoners of 
war at internment camps e ’ 

Enclosures Noe 1 and 2. 


The circular was sent to all of thbse camps which 


are found in the marzłssurasxxx camps registe@ ed. 


Enclosure No. III, Appendix: 

Due to the æ cessity for submitting the written 
affidavits for the @ganizations, the evaluation of the 
questionaires had to start on July 7th, 1946, 

Enclosure Noe IV shows the camps from which the 
interrogatory had been returned on July 7th, 1946. No cone 
tact could be made with the camps in the Russian zone and 
in Austria. 

Since meanwhile, many of the members of the lower 
ranks of the General and Waffen SS had been releaseg, a large 
part of the SS members could no longer be contacted. For 
instance, approximately 136,000 men had beenr eleased from 
the Prisoner of War enclosure 29-1 in Dachau with 6948 still 
remaining. About 6,000 had been r eleasedfrom the CIC 6 Neunpomme 
with 3812 still in the camps, 1175 had been dismissed ffrom t he 
Prisoner of War Enclosure 430 at Landsbut with 840 still in 


the camp. The figures of all of those camps were exploited 


inthe following twenty six statistics which were in a po- 
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sition to fill in the interrogatories and to return it in 
time. The figures were compiled as follows: SS members 
individually answered the questions in the interrogatory by 


way of an affidavit. A representative approved by the Allied 


Camo Commander has handled the figures derived the efrom and 
= © 


it has been put into the form of a statistical interrogatorye 
He affirmed it in an affidavit before an Allied £ ficial and 
stated that the collective figures for the camp had been 
collect#d by affidavits which were added completely incorrect- 
ly. As far as the camps were able to answer the indi vidual 
questions, therwesults of the different camps were added in 
the following twenty-six statistics, and thee it shows where 
the statistics have pertained to the individual questionse
